Secrets of the sands of Capé Cod are 
constantly being disclosed by the sea, 
In the many storm tides that flood 
the desolate beaches the hulks of 
stanch ships lost along the coast on 
the half hundred miles of beaches be- 
tween Mohcnoy at Chatham and Wood 
Erd at Provincetown are frequently 
exhumed from tombs of sand. 

Sometimes a wreck appears that has 
been buried a century or more, as in 
the case a few years ago of the bones 
of the British frigate Somerset, whose 
timbers of oak were disclosed 
to view back of Provincetown, near 
the life saving station,in Dead Men’s 
Hollow. The Somerset was lost on 
Peaked Hill bars Nov. 2 or 3, 1778 

Once a vessel is gripped by the 
sands the process of entombing her 
goes on with great rapidity the craft 
appearing to sink steadily in the 
yielding beach.

OLD ENGLISH KITCHENS 


Where Not One but Two or Three 
Oxen Might be Roasted 


The kitcher of olden times seem to 
have been of extraordinary size, judg- 
ing from the investigations de by 
an English histor.cal society. At 
Hurstmonceaux for example, there 
was a kitche: twenty-eight feet high, 
with thres huge fireplaces and a bake 
house with an ove. folirteen feet in 
ciameter, 

There is an old Welsh kitchen near 
Liandudro, dating from the fifteenth 
century, which has many primitive 
culinary contrivances, now obsolete or 
supersedec by modern “ovices. Among 
these curious old devices may be men- 
tioned a meatjack with a flywheel, a 
steel-toasting stand—and- a —fan—bel- 
lows. 

At Battle abbey there is a curious 
old kitchen containing much of inter 
est to the antiquary, and a kitchen 
at St. Mary’s hall, Coventry, is re 
markable for the famous ‘knaves’ post 
te which, it appears, refractory. scul- 
lions were temporarily attached by 
way of pun'shment. 

There“is a medieval kitchen at 
Westminster abbey, although little re 
mains by which to identify it aside 
from tlie rubble flooring, the buttery 
hatch and an adjoining cellar. Hamp- 
ton Court palace shows its great 
kitchen with vaulted roof and sets of 
antlers on its walls. 

Englishmen of other day. fully re 
cognized the advantages of a large 
kitchen. There is extant an order, 
dated April 19, 1206, wherein Hugh 
de Nevill is commanded to have the 
king’s kitchen at Clarendon roofed 
with shingles and to cause two new 
kitchens to be erected, one at Marl- 
borough and the other at Ludgershall, 
to which ‘to uress’ the royal dinners. 
In this order it is stated that it is 
particularly directed that each kitchen 
shall be provided with a furnace suf- 
ficiently large to roast two or three 
oxen

BANK DEPOSITS 


Guarded by a Network of Devices to 
Insure Their Safety 


From the moment a depositor lines 
up before the receiving teller’s win- 
dow of a bank and lays his bills on 
the sounter until he again receives 
back his money from the paying tell- 
er his deposit has been surrounded 
by a network of devices to insure its 
safe keeping, It has been subjected 
to the rigid banking laws of the state 
or nation, to a guardianship by a host 
of public officials, by steel and by time 
locks, by the yivila’.ce of the bank of- 
ficials and the survelliance of bonding 
companies, 

And yet in spite of this constant ef- 
fort, though the depositor rarely loses 
himself, sometimes his money myster- 
iously disappears, and until the guilty 
person is detected the shadow of a 
doubt hangs over the personnel of 
that bank, from ‘the office boy to the 
president. Such, however, is the 
system of vigilance by whick the pub- 


lic.

Lord Kitchener, one of the most 
distinguished of the Knights of the 
Bath who recently were installed at 
Henry VII.'s Chapel in Westminster 
Abbey, once had as narrow an escape 
of his life as ever befell’a soldier. 
It was in the course of the prolonged 
and flercely-fought campaign in the 
Soudan in the ‘eighties, in the first 
year of that decade, fn fact. 

Ther. was a lively skirmish going 
on at a place named Handoub, just 
outside Suakin, when Kitchener, who 
was then a rising young officer of 
Engineers, was shot at by one of the 
Mahdi’s negro soldiers. The: bullet 
found its mark in the side of Kitth- 
ener’s face at the back of the cheek. 
It was a Remington bullet, and in- 
fiicted a really dreadful wound, 
breaking the bone at the base of the 
Jaw. It took a long time t» get the 
splinters of bone out, and the doc- 
tors were unable to operate, as the 
bullet and fragments of bone were too 
close to the jugular vein. The ball 
could not be located, and the ‘octors 
pronounced his case as hopeless. They 
said the patient could not Ilve and 
his sister, accordingly, was sént for 
from England. 

The future savior of the Soudan,

Machines For Milking. 


One of the most prosperous indus- 
tries in Australia is that of dairying, 
and with the extension of operations 
the latest labor-saving machinery is 
being adopted. For milking the ma- 
ehines in use are the latest. At one 
dairy, where about 100 cows are in 
milk, there are seven machines in- 
stalled, providing for the milking of 
48 cows at the one time. The ma- 
chines are working effectively, and 
‘appear to find favor in 
practical men. They combine efMficien- 
cy with simplicity, and present no 
difficulty in handling. The releaser 
conveys the milk from the cow to the 
separator guickly and cleanly, owing 
to the automatic adjusiment of its 
inflow and outflow. The approximate 
cost of installing a plant of this kind 
is $1,750, and it is capable of milking 
2a hundred cows in about two hours. 


Light From Below. 

One of the first bores put down in 
Western Queensland to tap the great 
artesian storage known to exist in 
the interior of Australia, was. at 
Thargomindah, and the water from 
{t is now being put to a novel use. 
The pressure is 270 pounds to the 
square inch—-one of the strongest 
pressure bores in Queensland, though 
the flow is not véry strong —- about 
670,000 gallons per day, ‘The bore is 
2,660 feet deep, and the temperature 
of the water is 166 degrees. It 
drives a waierwheel at 1,200 revo u- 
tions per minute to provide power for 
an electric light system for Thargo- 
mindah. ‘The charge for light is 25 
cents per week per light. It is con- 
trolled by the Queensland Govern- 
ment. 

St. Kilda Linked Up. 

The inhabitants of the little island 
of St. Kilda, off the northwest coast 
of Scotland, whose homeland is in 
such an isolated position that they 
only received news of the death of 
the late King Edward nearly a year 
after the event, ure congratulating 
themselves upon the installation of 
wireless communication between their 
island and the mainland which has 
just been effected. The islanders s!ig- 
nalized the completionsof the station 
by sending a wireless message to 
King George. The King replied with 
a gracious message, in which he ex- 
pressed the wish that the improved 
communication would be the means 
of impoving the happiness of his sub- 
jects in St. Kilda, . 

Tarring and Feathering. 

People who suppore “‘tarring and 
feathering” is an invention of Judge 
Lynch “out west’’ may be surprised 
to learn that it was invented, or at 
least was first used, by Richard Coeur 
de I.lon, In the regulations entered 
into between him and Philip Augus- 
tus, the Crusader commanders de- 
creed, amongst other punishments 
provided, that whoever in either of 
their two armies should commit theft, 
was to have warm pitch paqured over 
his head, which \should then be pow- 
dered with feathers, and the offender 
should afterwards be abandoned on 
the first shore.

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Prepared For Market. 

How many of those who eat pick- 
led mackerel ever think of the toil 
and weary hours of waiting that are 
spent by the men who make a living 
by catching them in seine nets. The 
look-out man, or ‘‘huer,” as he is call- 
ed in Cornwall, Eng., alts on the edge 
of the cliff eagerly watching: for the 
black patch on the sea that proclaims 
the mackerel school “playing up.” 
The stentorian shout he gives is heard 
by the fishermen, resting on their 
oars, probably half asleep, in the 
boats far beneath him. In a moment 
all is excitement. The boats haul their 
anchors and race in the direction indi- 
cated by the “huer.” 

It is a case of “first come, first 
shoot.” The great seine boat leads 
with the heavy mars of brown net 
heaped in its stern; then comes the 
“vowler,” as it is called——probably 
a corruption of ‘‘follower’’ —~ whose | 
business it is to see that the fish, j 
wiien once enclosed by the seine, do 
not. leap over the row of floating 
corks, and this is done by. either | 
splashing with a great stone tied toa | 
cord, or else by throwing smaller 
stones into the circle, a larg@ supply 
of these having been put in the boat 
before it left the beach. Presently | 
the crew of the ‘‘vowler’’ will help to 
haul the seine, pulling’ in one end 
whilst the crew in the larger boat | 
pulls in the other. 


Lastly comes the “‘larker,’’ general- | 
ly manned by boys. This little boat is 


a-tender to the others, taking out the 
anchors, for if is necessary that the 
bigger boats should be firmly anchor- 
ed so that there may be something to 
pull against when hauling the seine, 
and the boys also shake loose any 
part of the great net that may get 
fouled. It is very hard work, too, be- 
cause all the toil and time may have 
been expended in vain, and the mack- 
erel school may have escaped for 
some more fortunate boat to secure, 

But if all is well the harvest of.the 
sea is reaped, and the mass of silver, 
purple, and blue is poured from the 
net to the boats. Then wet, hot, and 
exhausted, the men prepare for the 
next ‘“‘shoot.”” The seine is arranged 
afresh, and once more 
fishermen await the 
from the cliffs above.
